Having the right products at the right price at the 
right time helped make Best Buy one of the early 
winners in what was a record start for retailers to 
the holiday shopping season. 

The electronics retailer, which was one of the 
biggest losers in 2010, drew in shoppers by being 
one of the companies that opened its stores at 
midnight Thanksgiving night, and unlike in 2010, 
it focused more on having lower prices for big TVs 
and other popular items. 

“Last year, they weren’t as responsive with their 
pricing as they needed to be. We are seeing a differ- 
ent set of behaviors from them this time around,” 


said Lawrence Creatura, a portfolio manager at 
Federated Clover Investment Advisors. 

Overall, shoppers will have spent a record 
$52.4 billion, up 16.4 percent from 2011, from 
Thursday through Sunday, according to a survey 
for the National retail Federation, conducted by 
online research firm BIGresearch. 

Many retailers opened at midnight or earlier on 
Thanksgiving, pulling in younger people who were 
willing to stay up late for deals on electronics and 
toys instead of getting up before dawn Friday 
Aside from Best Buy, analysts and investors also 
named Macy’s and Wal-Mart Stores among those 
that were strong starters. 


On the flip side, retailers that opened late or 
held the line on promotions failed to impress. 

Gap and Sears also “need to step up,” said Craig 
Johnson, president of consulting firm Customer 
Growth Partners, adding that he worries the chains 
maybe too late already 

Despite the strong start, many remain skeptical 
if retailers will be able to maintain the sales mo- 
mentum seen this weekend. 

“One swallow does not a holiday season make,” 
Johnson said. ‘After the deepest recession in de- 
cades, the solid Black Friday weekend is welcome 
news, but we’re only in the second quarter of a 
long playoff game.”

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Chicagoans from all walks of life pay their respects to former first lady

An hour before the start of a wake for former Chicago 
first lady Maggie Daley on Sunday, a line of mourners 
stretched from the door of the Chicago Cultural Center 
along Washington Street and up Michigan Avenue* 

The line soon stretched even farther north along Mich- 
igan, to Randolph Street, as a crowd made up mostly of 
Daleys contemporaries, with some older and younger 
mourners sprinkled in, gathered to pay their respects to 
the wife of former Chicago Mayor Richard M. Daley 

A choir sang in the background as mourners walked by 
a closed casket, flowers and a large color photograph of a 
smiling Daley 

Police in jackets with gold buttons and round-topped 
hats supervised a crowd huddled next to the stately light 
stone building, their attire ranging from dress hats and 
Sunday suits to blue jeans and Bears gear. The columns of 
the building, formerly the Chicago Public Library, along 
Randolph were wrapped entirely in black and purple bun- 
ting. 

Many of the mourners waited more than an hour in a 
steady chilly drizzle to enter the building, shivering in 
heavy coats and trying to stay dry under umbrellas. 

C.A. Lofton, a retired teacher for the City Colleges of 
Chicago, said she attended the wake “to honor and pay 
tribute to the work [Daley] has done over the years with 
the youth, regardless of race and social class.” 

“People are out here because they care,” Lofton said as 
she left the Cultural Center. “I haven’t seen a line like this 
since [former mayor] Harold Washington died.” 

Curtis Gregory who worked in the Alayor’s Office of 
Employment and Training under Mayor Daley, said at- 
tending the wake was an easy decision. 

“I had to come down,” Gregory said, holding his coat 
closed against the wind as he left the wake. “She was a 
deep person. I just Hke the fact that what she had to give, 
she gave to the people of Chicago. She did it as an indi-

Roman Catholics across the US* followed a 
new translation o f the Mass on Sunday that in- 
cludes several changes to prayers and respons- 
es that the faithful have recited for decades.

Still, old habits proved hard to break. Alany 
responses from congregations were a jumble 
of old and new phrases . 

Despite the confusion, Kevin Hogan, 
who attended Mass at the cathedral, said the 
changes made the Alass feel more reverential. 

“It will take some getting used to,” said Ho- 
gan, 51, of Cleveland. “It was really different.

How does pepper spray work?

Pepper spray seems to be awfully popular 
lately 

Earlier this month, a police officer was vid- 
eotaped blasting a row of seated protesters at 
the University of California at Davis. Then 
just two days ago, a Black Friday customer at a 
Wal-Mart in L.A. splashed fellow shoppers in 
a fit of “shopping rage” as she tried to get her 
hands on anXbox, according to police. 

So, just what is this stuff? Imagine being 
sprayed in the face with hot peppers, as the 
name suggests. Though it rarely has long- 
term effects it is, at best, very painful. 

Specifically it’s the active ingredient capsa- 
icin that gives it the burn, said Karen Phinney 
a research chemist at the National Institute 
of Standards and Technology 

“The intent is to isolate the ingredients in 
hot peppers that provide the spicy taste but 
can also serve as an irritant to the eyes and re- 
spiratory system,” Phinney said. 

The spray also causes inflammation and 
burning in the nose and throat, and on the 
skin, said Dr. Dino Rumoro, chairman for the 
department of emergency medicine at Rush 


University Medical Center. Most effects wear 
off in 30 to 90 minutes. 

Even those nearby can inhale the particles, 
leading to lung spasms and coughing— some 
shoppers at the Los Angeles Wal-Mart com- 


plained of sore throats. The spray also can irri- 
tate the cornea and cause temporary blindness. 

“It’s like having Vaseline on a window,” Ru- 
moro said. “It’s all blurry and maybe you just 
see shadows or images.” 


PEPPER SPRAY 
MEANT TO SUBDUE 

Several recent high-profile incidents 
have involved pepper spray, a com- 
mon, nonlethal substance used to 
control and disperse crowds and for 
self-defense. 

HOW IT WORKS 

Pepper spray irritates the eyes, nose, 
throat and lungs. Most effects last 30 to 
90 minutes. 

EFFECTS 

» Burning, swollen eyes 
» Inflamed throat and respiratory tract; 

coughing and shallow breathing 
» Burning and redness of the skin 
» Runny nose 
» Disorientation, fear 

TREATMENT DO’S AND DONTS 

» Do rinse affected area with water as 
soon as possible. Gentle soaps, such as 
baby shampoo, also can be used. 

» Don’t rub affected areas, as this could 
spread agent and create more irritation. 
» Do remove any clothing that may 
have pepper spray because it could pro- 
long exposure.

Christmas, but the new labor agreement between the players and 
owners is a gift of sorts for the Bulls guard. 

Now that the hill details of the deal have been distributed to 
playei^ and teams, it has been confirmed that Rose is in line to 
eventually receive an increased maximum contract extension. 'I'hat’s 
because he won a Most Valuable Player award during his rookie con- 
tract, making him “eligible to receive a maximum contract that pro- 
vides for a starting salary of up to 50 percent of the salary cap.” 

Since the new salary cap is expected to be near S5S million, Rose’s ex- 
tension will start at Si 7. 4 million as opposed to Si 4.5 million under the 
terms of the former collective bargaining agreement. 

With 7.5 percent raises, Rose is looking at a five-year deal worth between 
Si 00 million and Sioi million. 'I'hat’s roughly S17 million more over the life 
of the deal than he would’ve made.

In the l acebook age— when digital “friends” 
are just a click away— the distance between 
people seems to be shrinking, according to 
data the social network released recently. 

'ITie adage maintains there are “six degrees 
of separation” between any two people on 
Earth, meaning any two people would know 
each other through no more than six interme- 
diary contacts. 

On Facebook, however, the average user is 
only 4.74 degrees away from any other Face- 
booker. 

That conclusion comes from a non-peer- 
reviewed study of 721 million active Face- 
book users, released by Facebook in col- 
laboration with the Universita degli Studi di 
Milano. 

Facebook calls the analysis “the largest so- 
cial network studies ever released.” 

The Palo Alto, Calif, company says 
99.6 percent of all Facebook users studied 
were separated by five degrees or less from 
any other Facebook user; 92 percent were 
separated by only four degrees. 

Furthermore, that distance appears to be 
shrinking quickly 

“The average distance in 2008 was 5.28 
hops, while now it is 4.74,” Facebook says. 



While online Facebook friends are more 
likely to be linked to far-flung friends-of- 
friends, their immediate circles of contacts 
are remarkably homogenous in terms of age 
and geography 

Wthin the U.S., for instance, users on aver- 
age are linked by three intermediary contacts. 

The findings do highlight the idea that the 
Internet is bringing people closer together- 
something social media users can sense with 
or without this data. 

One last burning question: Where does 
Kevin Bacon fit into this?
